GET RID OF FOREIGN INFLUENCES 


After the publication of the Shanghai Commumnique ip 
which China and the United States expressed their mmutual 
agreement that Iaiwan 1s part of China，many Chinese- 
Americans voiced interest and concern about the future of 
Taawan. As a result of the varying degrees of political ties to 
Peking or Taipel， Chinese-American Views on thils issue have 
been most diverse. We feel that simce the Washington-Peking 
rapprochement was accomplished in such an unexpected and 
dramatic manner，any Peking-Taipel agreement at thils time 
would not take us by surprise-: 

The world has witnessed durinag these two short years the 
Peace talks between north and south 开 oreas，the mutual 
ITecognition of the two Germanies, the cease-fire im Vietnam 
and the subsequent de facto recognlition of the two reglmes 
msSouth Vietnam. Indeed, peace feelings abound. 

Ruimnors have reached us that the representatives of Peking 
and Taipel are now engaging in exploratory talks. Further 
rumors indicate that both sides are interested im some kind 
of peaceful coexistence or unification. 

As Chinese-Americans，we feel that whether the two sldes 
could ever reach an agreement is no business of ours. We are 
]ust as happy to see China's reunification in thls century or 
the next. What we hope to see ls the end of hostility be- 
tween the two sides, and the withdrawal of pojitical agents 
and their influences from our communities. 

Political ifluence from the other side of the Pacific has 
been a most unpbealthy element in our communities. It alie- 
nates our leaders. It confuses Priorities. It misuses OUr com- 
munity organlzations. [Its presence has frightened many from 
Participation im genuine community SerVices. 

Times have changed. Chinese-Americans can no longer be 
led by the nose. 上 oreign agents and thelir activities are 
known by many in our community. Regardless of whether 
they are registered foreign agents or naturallized U.S. citi- 
zens，we know they are still meddling im our _ community 
affairs. As Chinese-Americans increase their political aware- 
ness, the effectiveness of these agents will continue to dimin- 
ish. For the interest of our community and the responsible 
authorities across the ocean，who no doubt treasure the 
good will of Chinese-Americans，we call on them to recall 
these agents and to terminate their actiVities!

Upheld by Supreme Court 


In three separate rulings recently， 
_the courts Upheld the right of 
aliens to employment in this coun- 
try- 

On June 25， the United States 
Supreme Court enjoined the states 
from preventing aliens from prac- 
ticing law in this country. This de- 
cision overruled an earlier ruling 
by the Connecticut Supreme Court 
which held that the state had the 
right to insist that its lawyers be 
American citizens，.

TAIWAN TRADE UP 
OVER LAST YEAR 


TAIPEI 一 Taiwan's foreign trade 
totaled $3.388 billion in the first 
half of this year，an increase of 
39 Per cent over the same period 
last year。 卫 xXports exceeded im- 
ports by $250 million. 也 xports 
reflected the rapid industrializa- 
tion of Taiwan;， accounting for 84 
Per cent of the total exports of 
$1.819 billion，up 44.1 per cent 
Over last year. Imports reached 
$1.569 billion，chiefly in agricul- 
tural and industrial raw materials. 
The U.S. and Japan remained the 
two largest trading partners. 

Taiwan's tourist industry also 
continued to grow, increasing 17.5 
Per cent over the same period last 
year，An 'average of more than 
2,000 tourists a day visited Taiwan 
during the first half of the year. 
More than half of the Visitors were 
Japanese. 


SOCIAL SECURITY 
CARDS CENTRALIZED 


Social Security cards are no 
longer being issued by local social 
Security offices，according to Pau-. 
line 玉 an Lee，branch manager of 
the Chinatown office. All social 
Security cards will now be issued 
from a single national record cen- 
ter in Baltimore，where new"elec- 
tronic _ equipment will screen all 
applications to be sure no other 
social security number has been 
Previously issued to the same per- 
SoD. 

The new Process is expected to 
cut down the time required to 
obtain a social security. card from 
Six weeks to several days. The 
machine-issued card has been re- 
designed, but is still wallet size and 
similar to the former card. Local 
SOCial security offices and post 
offices will continue to stock ap- 
Plication forms for people apply- 
ing for a social security number.
